Distribution will take place 
throughout the nation from De­ 
cember 3 through December 15. 
OPA district offices will fix the 
ixact time for each local area, 
The new "A" gasoline books will 

go into use December 22, and 
war ration book 5 will be used 
soon after the first of the year 
or food rationing and for ra­ 

tioning shoes.
